We are now earning a profit 
of from W.000,000 to W.ofc.OOO a year from our foreign 
malls, and the President argues that if this money 
v.ere expended in establishing lines to South Amer- 
ica and the orient, the revival of the American mer- 
chant marine might be steadily brought about.
